Baby Tossed From Window 


By Mother Is Caught 


By Soldier. 
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Columbus, May 6.—Eight persons are 


known to have been killed and a dozen 
or more were injured, several probably 
fatally in a fire which early today de- 
stroyed a six-story apartment house in 
the downtown section. 


Firemen continued during the day 


to search the debris for other victims, 
who are believed to have perished when 
four floors at the rear of the building 
sank to the basement.

The flames, said to have originated 


from an open gas jet, quickly enveloped 
the single stairway in the center of 
the building and cut off the escape of 
the sixty or more persons in the huild- 
ing. 
Men, women and children jumped 


from windows and several children were 
thrown from upper floors Into fire nets. 
Several heroic rescues were reported to 
the police. 
Several men and women 


hung from window ledges for minutes 
before they were rescued. Mrs. Speak- 
man leaped head first to the pavement 
and was killed instantly 
Mrs. Steig 


wakl leaped, was injured severely and 
died while being taken to a hospital. 


Four children, at first believed to 


have perished, were rescued from the 
burning roof of the building. The dam 
age was estimated at $50,000. 


Miraculous escapes, some by jumps 


from the fifth and sixth'stones into life 
nets, and the tossing of intants several 
stories into nets and arms of fire fight 
em made it the most spectacular fire 
this city has known.

Miss Artna Belie Joyce, aged 38, can 


not live, physicians say. She was taken 
from the building in a sem conscious 
condition after the blaze was under con- 
trol. The lower part of her body was 
horribly burned. 
Others are in hos 


pitals with broken Jimbs

which may prove fatal In several in 
stances, physicians say. 


The fifth and sixth floors fell in and 


a search for bodies cannot be made un 
til later in the day. It was on these 
floors that most of those unaccounted 
for were living.

May 5.— When 
he German delegates enter the dining 
room of the Hotel Trianon Wednesday 
afternoon to receive the text of the 
reaty of peace they will find the repre- 
sentatives 
of

against Germany awaiting them at one 
of the great tables which have been 
jlaced in the room. 
Premier Clemen- 
ceau, 
President Wilson and 
Premier 


iloyd George will stand at the head of 
he table. 
The Germans will riot join the allied 
delegates at this time but will be con- 
ducted to a smaller table standing by 
tsclf at the open end of the great 
iroseshoe formed by the green-covered 
tables arranged for the meeting. There 
hey will listen to M. Ctemenceau's open- 
ng address and receive the judgment 
of the allies and associated nations as 
ormulated in the volume of conditions 
drawn up during the four months 01 
deliberations by the interallied confer 
'nee. 
On M. Clemenccau's right will be 
President Wilson and the other Amer- 
can delegates while on his left Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and the British rep- 
resentatives will be grouped.

President Wilson, in addition to at 


tending the meeting of the Council of 
Three in the morning and going to 
Versailles 
to look over the arrange 


ments for the meeting with the Ger 
mans there on Wednesday, visited the 
fiotel de Crillon in the afternoon and 
leld conferences with the entire Amer- 
can delegation. He also saw Herbert 
C. Hoover. Admiral Benson and other 
experts and disposed of many minor 
problems, the solution of which had 
teen. delayed. 
President Wilson was prompted to 
go ot Versailles, it appears, chiefly be- 
siuse during the conference of the 
Council of Three in the morning Pre- 
mier* Lloyd George and Clemenceau 
held that the newspaper men could not 
De admitted to the session with the 
Germans on 
Wednesday 
because of 


lack Of Space. President Wilson was 
not convinced that this was the case 
and he insisted upon going to Versailles 
with the two premiers. 
It was after 
their visit that the announcement was 
made that the American and British 
Journalists had won their fight for rep 
resentation and that a total of forty 
five journalists from the various na 
tiotts. would be permitted to attend the

To hit the class of aliens who come

taxed. Some put $100 a year as a fair 
assessment.

Licking CAunty is Com- 


mended "For Prompt Re- 
lief—Cable Tells of Great 
Need For Help. 


Contributions ror the Licking county 


war chest have been put to good use 
in caring for the Armenian refugees 
from the district 
along 
the 
former 


boundary 
line between 
Rusian and 


Turkish Armenia, according to a letter 
received by Chairman E. C. Wright of 
the War Chest committee from George 
R. Campbell, to whom was remitted 
$6.264. being the balance of an appro- 
priation of $11,264 made form the local 
funds. 
Campbell's 
letter 
commends 
the 


prompt manner in which the Newark 
committee met with the appeal and 
states that he has mentioned this fact 
to the headquarters office in New York. 
With Campbell's letter came a cable- 


gram from Dr. C. H. T. Main, Presi- 
dent of Grinnell College. la., who is 
commissioner of relief in the Armenian 
district. , 
Dr. Main's message said the commis- 


sion had 68,000 refugees at bread and 
coup kitchens in the Alexandrapol area 
alone while a smaller area there were 
7000 refugees being cared for. 
These refugees, the cable states, are 
seeking to return 
to 
their 
former 
homes across the border and are des- 
titute of food and clothing. It is such 
relief as this that funds are so badly 
needed from America. 


'One seventh of the refugees are dy- 


ing each month" Dr. Main says. "At 
Bjchmiadzin I looked for a time at a 
refugee burial. 
Seven 
bodies 
were 


thrown indiscriminately Into a square 
pit as canton and covered with the 
earth without nny suggestion. of care 
or pity. 
As I looked at the workmen 


I Raw m hand protruding from the loose 
earth. It was a woman's 
hand and 
seemed to be stretched out in mute ap- 
peal. To me this hand niching upward 
from the horrible pit symbolized starv- 
ing Atmenia. 
The workmen told me 


that the aeven in thin pit were the 
first of thirty-five to be brought out 
from the village that morning. 
The 
cart had gone back for another load. 
"The refugees dare not go forward. 


They halt on the border land of their 
home. The Turks, the Kurd, and the 
Tartar have taken possession of their 
land and will hold it by forre of arms. 
A line almost iike a Kittle line from 
ihe Hindi sea. region, where is located 
the South Western Republic with Karx 
as lfc« capital, to the Carpin sea. where 
l&kli. In the capital of the AOTtolJan 
ropuhlic. together with a line of Turks.
